Reports like those above received over the radio in the 


office of the system operators at Northern Illinois Utility 
company foretell a bad night for both the operators and 
crews on the road.

The reports predict a cold front moving into the north- 


ern part of Illinois which will cause icy wires, ice that can 
cut off electrical service to thousands of homes and fac- 
tories. 


It is the responsibility of these seven men, six system 


operators and a meteorologist, to keep at least one jump 
ahead of the weather 24 hours a day to prevent interruption 
of the service and costly repairs for the company. 


Now it's icing wires that cause red-rimmed eyes among 


the group of system operators who are on duty for longer 
than 24 hours at a stretch during emergencies. In the sum-

Inventors Claim Process 
To Burn Water for Heat 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—Two Utah inventors say 


they have invented a device which burns ordinary 
water to produce heat for homes or power for indus- 
tries.

George Jackson and William Daugherty, both of 


Salt Lake City, have applied for a patent on their 
process. Daugherty told a reporter yesterday experi- 
mental estimates indicated a pint of water could be 
used to heat a four room house for fourhpurs. 


The patent application' 'sfiys water isTieated, under 


pressure, by alcohol. 
Then, the inventors said, it 


emerges from jets, apparently broken down into the 
two gases—hydrogen and oxygen—which make up 
water. These burn at intense heat, the inventors said, 
and alcohol is needed only to get the process going. 


Daugherty said he could make a home-made burner 


for $15. It would also burn other fuels, he said, without 
leaving carbon deposits, oil film or making smoke. 


Korea War Strips North China 
Of Gasoline, Loads Hospitals 


NEW DELHI, INDIA, (AP)— 


The Hindustan Times said today 
China's Korean adventure has 
stripped North China' of gasoline 
and strained its hospital facilities. 


A dispatch from Hong Kong— 


datelined "At Sea Off the China 
Coast,".and written by Correspon- 
dent Arthur Moore—reported a 
visit to Peiping and said lack of 
gasoline is Mao Tze-Tung's major 
headache. 


"Peiping and Tientsin are gaso- 


line-dry," Moore reported. "Only 
top priority military trucks and 
the diplomatic corps get gas. In 
both cities there are stray charcoal 
taxis and buses and but men har- 
nessed with ropes, pomes, donkeys 
and oxen, do all the haulage." 


He said the shortage of motor 


fuel raised for the Chinese' "an 
urgent practical question of sup- 
ply. Without gas, communications 
will fail and neither ammunition 
nor food can reach the Korean 
front line with regularity."

First Case Known 


Experts said it was the first 


known case in which a human 
survived after the oody tempera- 
ture dropped lower than 23 de- 
grees below the normal 98 plus. 


Doctors here said the woman's 


survival—apparently with an ex- 
cellent chance of escaping 
any 


major amputations—suggests pos- 
sible revision -n medical thinking 
on the capacity of the human body 
to withstand extreme cold. 


Thus, they declared, there m-ight 


well be expanoed investigations 
of techniques employing low tem- 
peratures to combat cancer and 
mental disease 


Artificia, Hibernation 


These techniques — popularly 


known as "frozen sleep' or "artifi- 
cial hibernation —were first intro- 
duced more than a decade ago. 


At that time, one group of scien- 


tists reported that cancer growth 
was checked and even lessened to 
some extent by artificially lower- 
ing the body temperature of pa 
tients. They did not, however 
claim R cure. 


Another team of scientists re- 


ported some improvement in men- 
tal patients under a somewhat 
similar technique. 


Since that time, however, there 


have been only a few reports 01 
such experiments in medical litera- 
ture.

First thing to do is remove all 


the broken glass, wearing gloves

'or first aid. If some little splinters 
of glass still stick to the window 
rame, you can scrape them away 
vith the chisel when you remove 
lie old putty and the glazier's 
points. 


Measure the Sides 


Then measure all four sides of 


;he window 
opening 
carefully. 


Deduct no more than an eighth of 
an inch all around to allow for 
regularities and expansion, write 
down the figures and take them 
to your hardware store.

if you want to (and have some 
around the house to cut). If you 
know how, you probably don't 


>"i the advice of Mr. Fix. Your 


hardware dealer can do it better 
and quicker, and if he breaks the 
glass while he's cutting: it, it's his 
loss and not yours. 


Installation Tips 


While you're at the store, get 


some glazier's points (No. 1 or 2 
size will do nicely) and some fresh 
putty if you haven't any at home. 


When you get back to the glass- 


less window, put the new glass 
someplace' where you won't step 
on it. Apply a liberal coat of lin- 
seed oil in the grooves where the 
glass Jfits (the technical term for 
the grooves is rabbets) so the 
putty won't soak into the wood 
and dry out. Then spread a thin 
layer of putty in the grooves. 


Press the new glass into the 


putty until the putty oozes up 
around the edges, making a tight 
seal, and then press'in the glazier's 
points with the flat side of the 
chisel. Now roll your nexv putty 
into strips the size of a pencil, 
press it into place along- the edges 
of the glass, and smooth it with 
the putty knife into a neat, even 
bevel. 


Before you putty , you can mix 


the putty with the same color 
paint that's already on the frames. 
It will save a lot of tedious work 
with a sash brush later on. If you 
put the putty on plain, wait at 
least a week for it to harden before 
painting.

Even in the 
stoop-shouldered 


space between ceiling and roof- 
tree that now passes for an attic, 
lowever there's lots of

room once you've learned to duck. 


Since it's bound to be drier and 


more airy than the cellar, for 
instance, the attic (or what passes 
for it) is an ideal place" to store 
out-of-season clothes. 
This will 


make it possible to find things in 
the downstairs closets you use 
every day without being buried 
under an avalanche when you 
open the doors. 


Use Clothes Rod 


Simplest 
way 
to install 
a 


clothes rod between 
a pair of 


rafters. First cut pieces of 2x4, 
drilled and notched, to make hang- 
ers for the rod. Then cut an old 
broom handle or a piece of pipe to 
fit between the two supports, with 
enough overhang so it won't ,slip 
out. 


You can hang the rod across 


the attic, between two opposite 
rafters, or you can hang it length- 
wise. For this, mitre the top edge 
of the hanger to conform to the 
slope of the roof. Drill a socket in 
each hanger to receive the ends 


Do not notch the rafters for the 
pole. You'll weaken them. 
The 


second method is better if you can 
get the rod high enough; the cross- 
wise installation might cut down 
ventilation if you have louvres at 
either end of the attic. Hanging 
garment bags this way leaves you 
plenty of room to store other 
thnigs, too. 


Install Pulley 


Since many modern attics have 


to be entered through a trapdoor, 
you can make the chore of hauling 
things up and down less back- 
breaking by installing a simple 
rope and pulley arrangement. 


Hang the 
pulley 
from 
the 


highest point of the roof over the 
trapdoor—either from the ridge- 
pole or a rafter, ftun a stout 
clothesline through 
the pulley, 


making sure both ends will reach 
the floor below the trapdoor. Then 
when you have a full garment bag 
or something else to stow away in 
the attic, fasten it to one end of 
the line and haul away on the 
other. 
You can either station 


somebody else in the attic to grab 
what's on the line, or you can 
make the hauling end fast down- 
stairs and crawl up yourself and 
finish the job.

ment. The couple's families have 
been feuding for years. 


Conviction, on the charge of 


leading an armed band would 
have carried a death penalty. 


Costa seized Tassoula on a Her- 


akleion street last August and 


•5 carried her away to storied Mount 


Ida. They were married at a lonely 
monastery and spent a honeymoon 
in mountain caves. 


Expectant Mother 


The raven-haired Tassoula, an 


expectant mother, was unable to 
attend the trial. She sent word 
to the court from Athens that she 
was ill with influenza. Informed 
of the court's decision she sobbed: 
"It's unhappy news. If he has to 


»*serve his term in Crete, m return 


to be near him." 


Tassoula's father, furious at the 


kidnaping, had sworn he would 
take legal action to have the mar- 
riage annulled.

While 
Tassoula's father Is prominent in 
the Liberal party, Costa's broth- 
. er, Manuel, is a Populist member

with some rather astounding statistics. It found that 30 
j>er cent of the American people thought the Russians were 
^Winning the Cold War, while only nine per cent believed this 
"country had the edge. 


The rest either felt neither side was winning, had no 


. opinion, or didn't know what was meant by "cold war." 


But if this is an accurate index of U. S. mood today, it 
js at sharp variance with the facts as seen by many of our 
most able leaders and seasoned experts. 
v 
Indeed, some of those officials are pretty upset over 
:what they consider the foolish defeatism they find on every 
liand. One such is Robert A. Lovett, undersecretary of de- 
fense, who can't understand why a nation of such unmatched 
"powers should at the peak of its strength be acting like a 
weak sister in the face of the Communist dragons. 


People talk of pulling our forces out of .Korea at a time 


when they are plastering the Red enemy hard and show 
every sign of being able to go on hammering him. 


People talk, too, as if 1950 was almost total gain for the 


Russians and their satellite friends and total loss for us. 


Barbara Ward, British author of two well-regarded 


books on western policy toward the Soviet Union, declares 
flatly that this gloom just isn't warranted. Writing in the 
New York Times Magazine, she insists that 1950 in fact was 
•m year of setbacks for Communist strategy.

Without minimising the real and dangerous division 


•among the free nations over China, she says this rift has 
Obscured the more important fact of a substantial increase 
in European unity. Europe, after all, is conceded on al 
| rides to be the really crucial theater, of conflict with Russia 


Only the most negative-minded Americans talk of aban 


doning Europe to its fate. Most others, including such Re 
S 


ublican leaders as Senator Taft, are agreed that Europe's 
efense is essential to our own. Debate today is simply over

staying "neutral" in a future war between the U. S. and 
Russia. In this respect, says Miss Ward, France's action to

Nor, she concludes, is pessimism justified in any ap 


. praisal of our actual military status. To be sure, we am 


other western powers are not adequately armed to resist 
Soviet attack. But are we worse off than before 1950? 


Miss Ward thinks not. She says, "The critics who argue 


that Korea is a fatal drain on western armaments assume 
that without Korea there would have been armaments on 
which to drain. But if we hi the west deal frankly with 
ourselves, we have to. admit that without Korea—nay more 
without the disasters in Korea—western rearmament stil 
would not have left the «tage of the blueprin." 


In oner words, she feels that Korea woke us up to the 


dangers we face, and set us on the road to real defense for 
the first time. In that sense, despite it scost to us in men am 
equipment and dollars, Korea has been more to our advan 
tage than to the Communists'. 


Miss Ward believes, too, that every 'year which passes 


.gives the people of the world a better chance to compare the 
evil workings of communism with the vision and progress 
of free democracy. 


She complains, however, that we of the free world do 


too little advertising of the positive side of our ledger. Many 
a competent analyst looking at America today makes th< 
same complaint; we don't talk enough about the good things 
the things that are going right both here at home and in the 
rest of the world.

Jacoby on Canasta 


No Second Meld in Same Rank 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


Written for NEA Service 


One of the favorite questions of 


my readers for the last year j or 
so has concerned the question of 
making two melds in the same 
rank. Here is a typical case: 


"I held four kings and four 


deuces. Needing 120 points, I put 
down K-K-2-2 and then another 
Identical meld of K-K-2-2. 
Was 


this a legal meld of 120 points?" 


'Until now, that meld *hag been 


legaL From now on, that meld is 
not legal. The new Canasta laws 
are very clear on this point. 


You are never allowed to make 


a second meld in the same rank. 
The moment your side melds kings, 
for-example, any other kings that 
you held must be added to that 
original meld of kings. You may 
never start a second meld of kings. 


This is not affected, of course, 


by the melds of your opponents. 
If your opponents meld kings, that 
doesn't stop you from melding 
kings also. The rule merely says 
that the same side cannot have 
two melds in the same rank. 


What happens if a player acci- 


dentally starts a new meld in a 
rank that has previously been 
melded by his side ? The new meld 
is simply added to the old meld. 


Here we must add a word of 


caution. Tou are never allowed to 
have more than three wild cards 
in a meld. If the addition of a new 


meld to an old meld runs afoul of 
the law on wild, cards, you are tn 
trouble. 


For example, suppose your side 


has melded four queens and three 
deuces. The canasta has been 
closed, and you happen to forget 
about it. Now you put down Q-Q-2 
as a new meld. What happens ? 
* * * 


The two queens are added to 


your canasta of queens. 
How- 


ever, the deuce cannot be added, 
since the meld already contains the 
limit of three wild cards. 


You may use the deuce else- 


where on the table, if possible. For 
example, you may add it to an- 
other meld. You may "put down 
additional cards from your hand 
to make a legal meld with that 
deuce. If you have not already dis- 
carded, you may even discard that 
embarrassing deuce (thus freezing 
the discard pile, as usual.) 


If any of these remedies it 


adopted, there is no penalty. Ut 
none of these remedies is adopted, 
you put the deuce back in your 
hand; and your side is penalized 
100 points.

Homemakers

In this lenten season, I would like to share with you more of 


the recipes gained from Mrs. Rose Kerr's demonstration on fish 
cookery at Farm and Home Week, held recently on the campus 
at the University of Illinois. This is a new use, too, for scallops— 
In most cases homemakers only fry them. Try this for a change: 


SCALLOP AND PINEAPPLE KABOBS 


1 Ib. scallops 
Dash pepper 


14 cup butter or other fat 
6 tbsp. brown sugar 


% cup pineapple 
2 cups pineapple chunks 


1 tablespoon salt 


Melt butter; add brown sugar, seasonings and pineapple juice. 


Arrange scallops on skewers, alternately with pineapple chunks 
across a baking dish..Bake in a hot oven 450° F. for 15-20 minutes. 
Baste twice during cooking. Serves 6. 


In case you don't have skewers, use large nails—clean them up 


thoroughly first, however. 
Other hints from Mrs. Kerr 


(who represents Fish and Wildlife 
Service of department of interior) 
on fish and shellfish preparation: 


Be sure to limit cooking time 


of green shrimp—simmer for only 
five minutes—after bringing to 
boiling point. If you are deep fat 
frying the shrimp, start with 
green (or uncooked onus) and add 
cocktail sauces to sea food cock- 
tails just prior to serving them. 


Her cocktail sauce was: % cup 


tomato catsup, 6 teaspoons lemon 
juice, 1 teaspoon horseradish, 
drops of tabasco sauce, % tea- 
spoon salt, ft teaspoon celery salt. 
Combine these and chilL Serve on 
any seafood cocktail. 


A BRIDE'S FAVORITE 


Mrs. Kerr called 
Flounder 


Birds her bride's favorite dish- 
use two pounds flounder fillets 
or cod cut thin or even ocean 
sole (remove any skin). Sprin- 
kle both Bides with salt and 
pepper. Place a small ball of 
stuffing on each piece of fish. 
Roll fish around stuffing and 
fasten with toothpicks. Place 
rolls on well-greased baking pan. 
Brush tops liberally with melted 
fat and lay on-half slice of ba- 
con on top of each. Bake in 
moderate oven 350 degrees F. 
for 25-35 minutes, depending on 
size. Remove to hot platter and 
take out fastenings. Serves six. 
The bread stuffing suggested Is 
% cup onion, chopped, % cup 
celery, chopped, 6 teaspoons 
butter or other fat, 1 teaspoon 
salt, dash of pepper, 1 teaspoon 
of thyme, sage or savory season- 
ing, 1 tablespoon lemon juice, 4 
cups day-old bread crumbs. Cook 
onion and celery in melted fat 
for 
about 
10 minutes. Add 


cooked vegetables and season- 
ings to bread crumbs and mix 
well. If stuffing seems too dry 
add a little water, milk or fish 
stock. 


Don't forget that baking fish 


is a god way to eliminate some 
of the disagreeable odors. 


IS YOUR FAMILY 


CONSUMING ADEQUATE MILK 


Milk is needed by growing boys 


and girls, as well as grown-ups 
and the older folks—one quart a 
day for children, one pint a day 
for adults. Dr. C. M. McCoy in a 
report from the New York state 
experiment station 
thousands of older 
animals are losing 


states "that 
people and 
their bones 


every days they live. He says that 
these bones are slowly dissolving 
so that they become weakened 
and brittle; so they break easily 
and then may never heal properly. 
Because people cannot see their 
bones weakening they do little or 
nothing about it unti it is too late. 
Studies at Iowa experiment sta- 
tion also show the importance of 
adequate calcium during the later, 
as well as the earlier years of life. 
Milk is the most important food 
we have for calcium—in other 
words, the adult needs to plan to 
secure that pint of milk every 
day. 


DRY SKIM MILK 


One way, that we may get 


adequate quantities of milk into 
the family diet, is through the 
use of dry skim' milk, which is 
appearing in our stores and is 
available 
from 
some dairies. 


Only the fat, Vitamin A and 
water are removed when it is 
prepared. It can be kept with- 
out refrigeration 
for 
several 


weeks or much longer if you 
take the pains to refrigerate it. 


' Dry skim milk is convenient to 


use in preparing bread, muffins, 
biscuits, puddings and cereals. 
Just mix the powder with other 
dry ingredients—water can be 
used as the liquid, then. In order 
to use it in soups, gravies, 
sauces, custards, you will need 
to make it into fluid milk or one 
cup of dry milk for each quart 
of water, or V4 cup dry milk for 


, each cup of water. To prepare 


this fluid easily, sprinkle it over 
the surface of cold or warm 
water, and beat until it dissolves 
—or shake it in a jar. Do not 
use boiling water as the'powder 
is likely to lump. If you want 
to increase the food value of 
milk, add powdered milk or 
fluid fresh milk.

All clubs and units are asked 
to have their leaders appointed 
by this time ir. order that they 
may receive the helps of organi- 
zation. 
WHAT IS HOME BUREAU? 
How many times people have 


asked the above question. Let me 
briefly try to answer that ques- 
tion. Home Bureau is a profession- 
al organization of homemakers, 
organized for the purpose of carry- 
ing on an educational program to 
better themselves, their families 
and home communities. Home Bu- 
reau is the wagon that carries the 
load of the extension program 
which is made available from ex- 
tension service of the University 
of Illinois and the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Washington, 
D. C. The work Is thus directed 
cooperatively between these agen- 
cies (Home Bureau and Exten- 
sion). An executive committee 
consisting of nine women is elect- 
ed in the county by its members, 
at annual meeting time. In Lee 
county 'this board is manned by 
Mrs. Glenn Pfoutz, chairman; Mrs. 
Alvin Kehni, vice-chairman; Mrs. 
Ralph 
Long, 
secretary; 
Mrs. 


Walter Weber, treasurer; Mrs. 
Wesley Hockman, health and safe- 
ty chairman; Mrs. Blaine Allen, 
music and recreation, Mrs. Ellis 
Rees, ways and means; Mrs. Har- 
old Donnelly, program, and Mrs. 
George Gates, 4-H and Rural 
Youth. This board cooperates with 
the university extension service in 
determining policies of adminis- 
tration finance and program plan- 
ning. Unit members throughout 
the county vote and decide upon 
their own program of education 
or study. Ten major lessons make 
up each year's program—with 
one-half of these majors being 
given by the home adviser and 
one-half are given by local leaders. 
These local leaders are first train- 
ed in the lesson subject matter be- 
fore they are called upon to share 
it with unit members. These train- 
ing schools conducted by Univer- 
sity specialists are three to four 
hours long in most cases. After 
which local leaders are required 
to give back 45 minutes to one 
hour of information of lesson 
material gained. This is one me- 
works to develop leadership. 


There are 23 units organized in 


Lee County Home Bureau at the 
present time, with the total mem- 
bership being 616 members— with 
24 of these women being either 
associate or honorary members. 
Two people living to the same 
household may share a member-

MOSCOW— (AP)—Prime Minia- 
er Stalin's latest broadside 
gainst the United Nations, which 
e termed a tool of "American ag- 
gression," was on every front page 
n the Soviet Union today.

t-iet radio echoed the Kremlin lead*. 
r's pronouncement—his most im-

S. S. R., and beyond. 
Stalin, in a lengthy interview 


rith Pravda last night branded aa 
shameful" the UN resolution la- 
elling Communist China as ag- 
fressor in Korea.

ologist can foretell how soon a cold 
front will hit any part of the INU 
system, when it will hit another 
section of the line, how bad it will 
be and what steps can be taken to 
combat it.

storm demonstrates methods used 
to combat ice.

Heat Up Lines 


When iec began to form an over-

Check Falling Ice 


The men in the radio cars were 


spotted along the line to report 
the Instant'the'ice coating fell off 
for with that much juice coursing 
through the line, uninsulated by 
the ice it would burn through in 
a matter of seconds. 


After clearing the Dixon-Lena 


line, the same procedure was fol- 
lowed on line after line until they 
were free of ige. In the summer 
the meteorologist is able to pre- 
dict when a thunderstorm will hi 
a specified area. Repair trucks are 
spaced along the line. Nothing can 
be done to stop lightning from 
striking the line. 


Third Pole Grounded 


Every third pole is grounded. 


Usually the lightning bolt wil 
travel along the wire and into the 
ground but occasionally it will 
blow the insulators and frequently 
shatters the pole. When this hap- 
pens the nearest repair truck race) 
to the scene and the line is put 
back into operation as soon as 
possible.

The center 
of the highway is in the Oregon, 
Grand Detour area while Dixon 
is merely the shoulder of the road, 
therefore making readings lower 
just east of here. 


Generally readings in Rockford 


are lower than here, Walker com- 
mented, but this year Dixon has 
held the dubious honor of being 
several degrees colder all the time 
This phenomenon Walker did nol 
attempt to explain except that it 
might be connected with the cold 
wave highway through Oregon and 
Grand Detour. 


Observers who radio in weather 


data every hour are located a'

WASHINGTON, (AP)— Before 


you even start to mane out your 
3P50 mcom« tax return on the 
1040 long form, there is one thing 
you must have 
That's 
the 
instruction 
sheet 


which goes with the 1040 long 
form. It's a 16-page government 
booklet explaining how to figure 
your tax. 


Schedule on Hack 


On the back is the tax rate sche- 


dule. While you figure youi tax 
on page 3 of the 1040 long torm, 
you need that rate schedule to see 
what the tax rate is on your par- 
ticular income 


Before you send your retuin to 


the collector, attach to it any 
form W-2, the withholoing receipt, 
given you by a boss for taxes 
withheld from you in 1950. 


You must pay in nil' any tax 


still owed when you file the re- 
turn. If you xvnte a check for the 
amount, make it payable to the 
"Internal Revenue Collector" for 
your district. 


Indicate Overtax 


If for any reason you were over- 


taxed in 195J, indicate that on line 
&, page 1. If you want a refund, 
indicate that under line 8. 


Under the law when husband 


and wife file a joint return, they 
split their income, each claiming 
half, even though one of them had 
no income. This throws each half 
Into a lower tax bracket to make 
the total tax smaller. 
I' When one partner in a marriage 
.ted no income, a couple can't lose 
by filing a joint return. Some 
fames, when both haa income, a 
"couple will lose by filing jointly 
and save by fixing separately. 


Here's an ABC of fuing a return 


on the 1040 long form 


$11,000 Income 


* Jonea is married, with 
two 


schoolboy sons. His income was 
$11,000. His wife had none. Before 
-he starts filling out his return he 
must be sure of his deductions and 
'exemptions. 


Deductions—a married couple, 


filing jointly on the long form, are 
allowed a standard deduction of 
10 per cent of their income up to 
ft limit of $1,000 in deductions for 
things like 
medical 
expenses, 


charitable contributions, 
and so 


on. Whether or not their deduc- 
tions amounted to that much, they 
don't have to itemize. 


If they want to claim more than 


that maximum $1,000, they mus' 
itemize their deduction in full. 


Jones opens up his 1040 long 


form to page 3 and on line 1 enter, 
his total income, $11,060. 


Standard Deduction 


Since 
his 
deductions 
didn' 


actually amouir to $1.000, but he's 


on line 13. And that's his total tax 
for 1950. 


Then he returns to page 1, being 


careful to list only one of his sons 
as an exemption, since he couldn't 
claim the other. And on page 1 he 
follows the questions, answering 
each as he conies to it.

70.000 CIO wool >,and woisted mill 
workers over a 15-cent an hour 
pay boost was spiced today with 
an argument over the price freeze 
question. 
Their present average 


wage is $1 42 an hour. 


A union official said the Amer- 


ican Woolen company "asked for 
the strike so they could have a 
talking point with Washington to 
relax the price freeze." 


That argument was advanced 


yesterday by James J. Ellis, busi- 
ness agent of the Massachusetts 
joint board of the Textile Workers 
Union of America (CIO).

of 1950, and government officials 
said about half of them have not 
had any raise at all. 


Need Signature 


But Johnston's signature \\as 


needed betore the formula could 
take effect.

cused the withdrawal of the union 
members, Emil Rieve, Elmer E. 
Walker, and

Bates. 


(Bates was out of town and an- 
other man walked out on his 
behalf.) 


Last night the industry mem- 


bers, Henry B. Arthur, J. Ward 
Keener, and-Reuben Robertson, Jr , 
issued a statement that said this: 


"The urgent need for national 


unitv is not well served through 
the "device of 'crisis by walkout.' 


The Wage Stabilization Board can- 
not function if, as the union lead- 
ers, seem to desire, it exists only 
to rubber-stamp hunting licenses 
for a higher, more inflationary, 
sixth round of wage increases."

Unfair and Unworkable
